It is 
not gencralJy known cert.unly that 
Victor tralbraith was an Ohio num. 


His home «as in Middlctown, But- 


ler count}, and the house iu which 
he li\ed was only reicntly torn 
ilov, n. 
A niece of tlie hero of the 


poem still lives in the vicinity. He 
vent to school with the mother of 
former Go\crnor James E. Camp- 
bell, amlbhe used to tell many sto- 
ries of their playmate clays, lie had 
just reached manhood v, hen the war 
ttitli Mexico broke out. and lie vol- 
untceicd for service, lie was a bu- 
gler, as appears in the poem. 


While the army lay before Mon- 


tcrev 
something 
happened 
that 


threw Galbraith under suspicion of 
treason. He was suspected of com- 
municating with the enemy. 
An 


immediate court martial trial result- 
ed in his conviction, and he was sen- 
tenced, to be shot. 
The sentence 


was executed upon him under the 
walls of Monterey, but hardly had 
this been done when it was discov- 
ered that beyond a doubt the man 
was innocent.

0{ resentment toward 


General Taylor and his subordinate 
ollicer*. for this J-luuder swept o_ver 


the country, and it was under this 
condition of the public mind that 
the poem WHS written. 
His mother 


died at Middletown of a broken 
heart, never having been able to 
forgive General Ta\lor and Presi- 
dent Polk for permitting her bov, 
innocent of tbe charge of treason, 
to die a tiaitor's death. 


On the lawn on the side of the 


Elk1,' temple in that city a weeping 
rut.dpa tree marks the birthplace of 
a soldier and tell*, the sad story of a 
tr.igeiiy in real life that PO many 
}'\u-» ago tour-bed the lieait of hu- 
manity and aroused the sympathy 
of thu world.
